•trinnati Enquirer. The trainers and owners 
have themselves to blame. They make their 
kicks to each other. They should go to the 
judges. When a starter or bis assistant strikes 
u horse at the post he violates Buie 126 of the 
Western Jockey Club’s racing rules. It reads 
follows: With the sanction of the officers 

of the association the starter may appoint his 
Hssistante, and neither he nor his assistants 
Hhall strike a jockey or horse at the post or use 
abusive language, and for violation of this rule 
the judges shall impose a fine.” 



in a recent letter from England, Capt. T. B. 
Merry (“Hidalgo”) says: 

“The truth is that America is a progressive 
•country while England is weighted down by the 
«iU3ty tradition of the past. This is more or 
less evident in all things, bnt especiaUy so in 
racing. At Newmarke;. they liave six or seven 
different courses, and the Cesarewitcb, through 
which I stood through a pouring shower of rain, 
is run over half a mile away from the finishing 
post of the two-year-old race which had just 
preceded it. On our American courses, all the 
'*aces are .terminated at one given point; and 
yet, if there was one man that walked across 
the field to see the finish for the great autumn 
handicap, there were five thousand. How long 
would any American track last— as a business | 
investment— where people would have to pay [ 
admission to these separate stands in one after* 
aoon? Such methods are not only pliocene but 
isinine. 1 gave these otherwise practical 
people credit for more sense. But they seem to 
be tied up to what their forefathers did in 
the years that have flown. My only wonder is 
that they doaiot wear steel armor in battle like 
they did in the days of Cressy and Agincourt ; 
.*ind yet I have met with no more hospitable 
people than these are; and when they have in- 
suited you to their houses, you will find out 
there is nothing too good for yon.” 

In the same letter he ssys: “John Mackey, 
•uperintendent of the Rancho del Paso, has 
been here for several days, but 1 have not met 
him. He purchased Mr. Corrigan’s horse 
’ireenan, by St. Simon— Sunrise, and has al- 
*eady shipped him to California to take the 
place of the dead St, Andrew. Qretnan won the 
Threat Yorkshire Stakes of 1899 and was a ‘stayer 
•:'rom Stayerville.’ He is a small horse, how- 
< 4 ver, which was against him when called upon 
ro assume handicap weights according to his 
performances. He comes from the same line of 
snares as the Cesarewitoh winner, Balearrocb, 
ind .this ought to guarantee that he will breed 
;np horses if properly mated. Mr. Corrigan, at 
n;he same time, purchased the once popular race 
Uorse Dunlop, by Ayrshire, for $125, and will 
probably send him to the Monument Ranch, 
near Sacramento. The horse sold for $2,500 as 
(1 yearling and has gradually been bringing lees 
it every eucceodlug Bale. He may make a good 
liire, however, and 1 supposa that is about all 
'.hat Mr. Corrigan wants of him.”

H. Smith to make the offer for the land com- 
prising the track, and may say that the direc* 
tory of the company has the purchase of the 
same this moment under consideration. The 
land is best situated to answer the requirements 
of the company for a site upon which to erect a 
plant where everything from a coupling pin to 
a locomotive will be made outright. Their 
plan is to remove their shops from Louisville 
and other points along the road and concen- 
trate all of them into one immense plant at 
Latonia.” 

“There is absolutely no truth in the state- 
ment that the officials of the Latonia Club are 
considering a proposition of that kind,” said 
Judge Qeorge Q. Perkins. “Positively no propo- 
sition of that nature has ever been made to 
the Latonia Club by the L. and N. Railroad 
Company or by Mr. Mason. Mr. Mason may 
have been authorized by Mr. Smith to make the 
offer, but he has failed to follow any instruc 
tions he might have received to that effect.”

known person on the Russian tracks. For that 
I matter 1 guess his name goes at almost any 
European track. 

“To say that the Russians are a fine set of 
people would not be doiDg them justice. Money 
is no object with them when it comes to racing. 
As to their treatment of American jockeys, why 
they can’t do enough for them. Russians race 
for two reasons, the one is for the sport of it, 
and the other is the honor to be gained. So far 
as the money gained that is a fifth or sixth con- 
sideration. Those fellows over there spend 
money so quick and so much of it that it makes 
I your head spin. 

“There is the greatest demand in Russia for 
American jockeys, and, for that matter, Ameri- 
can horses 1 almost had forgotten to mention 
that in the spring meet 1 rode for Mr. Bloch 
forty- two mounts, and of that number won, or 
ratber ran in the money, thirty-five times, while | 
1 had eleven wins. 

“Mr. De Reszke won 7,000 more rubles than 
ever were won in one season in the history of 
the Russian turf, in all aggregating about 180,- 
CCO rubles. 1 rode his two American 2-year-olds, 
Santiago and Dakota, bnt over there they are 
known as Russian horses. Yuu see there is a 
rule governing foreign entries. 

'A horse born outside of Russia and entered 
in any race on a Russian track must carry fif- 
teen pounds extra, but if the entry be a mare 
then she only has to carry seven pounds extra. 
Accordingly, when Mr. De Reszke decided to 
enter Santiago and Dakota in Russia he had 
their dams shipped to hie place in Poland, and 
the two two-year-olds were foaled there, which, 
according to the Russian way of figuring it out, 
makes them Russian two-year-olds, otherwise 
they would have had to carry the weight pre- 
scribed, or have been disqualified.” 



THE GREAT WINNERS. 



Danny Maher is not to be jockey for the Duke 
of Devonshire after all, A. Cooper, who had 
joint claim on his services with the late Pierre 
Lorillard, being opposed to the arrangement. 
Nevertheless, Maher has been engaged for next 
season by the stables of T. Blackwell and Rich- 
ard Marsh, the latter of whom trains the horses 
belonging to King Edward, and for the present 
running in the Duke of Devonshire’s name. 
The salary to be paid him is a princely one— 
$85,000 per annum— and it is needless to say that 
he will have some of the best horses on the turf 
to ride. W. Allison, who is an old-time writer 
and the special commissioner of the Sportsman, 
recently wrote of Maher that “he was the best 
jockey he had ever seen.” That is praise, in- 
deed, coming from a most competent judge, who 
has been intimately acquainted with the riding 
and riding methods of noted artists such as 
Chaloner, Grinshaw, Custance, Fordham, Arch- 
er, Webb, Wood and many other such celebri- 
ties.

That practical horseman, P. Ryan, told the 
representative of a San Francisco paper re- 
cently that honors were even between Endur- 
ance by Bight and Goldsmith as regards the 
best two-year-old he had seen last summer. 
Said he: 

“The former was unquestionably the cham- 
pion filly, and in the opinion of the majority of 
horsemen Goldsmith was the fastest colt, bnt 
just whether Endurance by Bight can beat Gold- 
smith I have some doubt.” 

“1 agree with yon that Goldsmith was the 
beet of the colts,” said Green B. Morris, who 
heard Ryan’s words. “There were some who 
thought Nasturtium was the best, and some 
Yankee, bnt if Mr. Whitney would let me take 
my pick of his colts I would select Goldsmith. 
Endurance by Bight, 1 think, is the greatest 
filly 1 ever saw carry a saddle.” 

“But yon would not pick Endurance by Bight 
for a sensational filly if you never saw her 
raee,” added Mr. Ryan. “She is not a big ani- 
mal. If anything, she is under the average 
size, bnt she is built close to the grourd, has a 
short, stock body— a body very much like a stal- 
lion— and a clean, stout pair of legs. In motion 
she has a smooth, easy action and mows down 
the ground faster than she looks to be. It is 
wonderful what a gap she can open np, and 
maybe you dun’fc have to travel some to catch 
her.”

R. L. McClure in the Nashville American has 
compiled tables showing the largest winning 
horses in England and America, which are in- 
teresting and instructive as a comparison of 
racing in the two countries. The diffeicnce in 
the number of races run is very conspicuous, 
that of the American horses being greatly in ex- 
cess of the English. The largest English winner 
is Isinglass, with $280,675 end twelve races to his 
credit, while Domino leads the Americans with 
$203,800 and twenty-five races. The largest num- 
ber of races run by an English horse was 71, to 
the credit of Rataplan, while Badge, with 165,has 
the largest number among the Americans. The 
money value of Rataplan's winnings was $12,253, 
and that of Badge was $74,585. The difference in 
the number of races run is a strong argument 
in favor of the stamina of the American horses. 
In the list of English horses, Iroquois, Demo- 
crat and Foxhall are American bred and are 
well up in number of races run, Iroquois having 
started in 26, Democrat 13 and Foxhall 12. The 
tables are as follows :
